The  .first  is  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  the  27th  day  of  February,  at  4  o'clock  50  minutes,  in  the  afternoon;  invisible 
here ;  visible  in  Asia  and  Europe. 

The  second  is  an  annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  March  15th,  at  7  o'clock  2  minutes  in  the  morning ;  partly  visible.  The 
oeginning  is  not  visible  here.  The  Sun  rises  a  few  digits  eclipsed,  a.t  6  o'clock  7  minutes.  The*  middle  of  the  Eclipse  will 
be  at  6  o'clock  20  minutes,  In  the  morning.  The  end  of  the  Eclipse,  will  be  at  7  o'clock  15  minutefin  the  morning.  There 
will  be  5|  digits  eclipsed  at  the  middle  of  the  Eclipse,  on  the  north  part  of  the  Sun. 

The  third  is  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  the  24th  day  of  August,  at  9  o'clock  8  minutes,  in  the1  morning;  invisible 
here ';  visible  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Earth,  in  Africa  and  Asia. 

The  fourth  is  a  total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  the  7th  day  of  September,  at  9  o'clock  15  minutes,  in  the  morning;  Invisible 
here ;  visible  in  Afrioa,  and  on  the  South  Sea  towards  the  South  Pole. 

All  the  calculations  in  this  Almanac  are  made  to  Solar  or  Apparent  Time;  to  which,  add  the  Equation  in  the  How 
Table  when  the  Bun  is  slow,  and  subtract  when  fast,  for  Meau  or  Clock  Time.

Our  Receipt  for  Curing  Meat. — Those  who 
will  carefully  adopt  our  method  of  curing  pork 
and  beef,  will  be  enabled  to  enjoy  as  fine  hams, 
tongues,  and  "  dried  beef"  and  rounds,  as  the 
Emperor  of  all  the  Russias  can  command,  always 
providing  that  the  meat  cured  is  of  the  best 
quality.     It  is  this  : 

To  one  gallon  of  water, 
Take  U  lbs.  of  salt, 
1  lb.  of  sugar, 
i  oz.  of  saltpetre, 
«£•  oz.  of  potash. 
In  this  ratio  the  pickle  to  be  increased  to  -any 
quantity  desired.     Let  these  be  boiled  together, 
until  all  the  dirt  from  the  sugar,  (which  will  not 
be  a  little,)  rises  to  the  top  and  is  skimmed  off. 
Then  throw  it  into  a  tub  to  cool,  and  when  cold, 


pour  it  over  your  beef  or  pork,  to  remain  the 
usual  time,  say  four  to  six  weeks.  The  meat 
must  be  well  covered  with  pickle,  and  should  not 
be  put  down  for  at  least  two  days  after  killing, 
during  which  time  it  should  be  slightly  sprinkled 
with  powdered  saltpetre. 

Several  of  our  friends  have  omitted  the  boiling 
of  the  pickle,  and  found  it  to  answer  equally  as 
well.  It  will  not,  however,  answer  quite  so  well. 
By  boiling  the  pickle,  it  is  purified — for  the 
amount  of  dirt  which  is  thrown  off  by  the  opera- 
tion, from  the  salt  and  sugar,  would  surprise  one 
not  acquainted  with  the  fact. 

Effects  of  Heat  upon  Meat. — A  well  cooked 
piece  of  meat  should  be  full  of  its  own  juice  or  na<- 
tural  gravy.  In  roasting,  therefore,  it  should  be  ex- 
posed to  a  quick  fire,  that  the  external  surface  may 
be  made  to  contract  at  once,  and  the  albumen  to 
coagulate,  before  the  juice  has  had  time  to  escape 
from  within.  And  so  in  boiling.  When  a  piece 
of  beef  or  mutton  is  plunged  into  boiling  water, 
the  outer  part  contracts,  the  albumen  which  is  near 
the  surface  coagulates,  and  the  internal  juice  is 
prevented  either  from  escaping  into  the  water  by 
which  it  is  surrounded,  or  from  being  diluted  or 
weakened  by  the  admission  of  water  among  it. 
When  cut  up  the  meat  yields  much  gravy,  and  it 
is  rich  in  flavor.  Hence  a  beef-steak  or  mutton 
chop  is  done  quickly,  over  a  quick  fire,  that  the 
natural  juices  may  be  retained.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  the  meat  be  exposed  to  a  slow  fire,  its  pores  re- 
main open,  the  juice  continues  to  flow  from  with- 
in, as  it  has  dried  from  the  surface,  and  the  flesh 
pines,  and  becomes  dry,  hard,  and  unsavory.    Or

if  it  be  put  in  cold  or  tepid  water,  which  is  grad- 
ually brought  to  a  boil,  much'  of  the  albumen  is 
extracted  before  it  coagulates,  the  natural  juices 
for  the  most  part  flow  out,  and  the  meat  is  served 
in  a  nearly  tasteless  state.  Hence  to  prepare  good 
boiled  meat,  it  should  be  put  into  water  already 
brought  to  a  boil.  But  to  make  beef-tea,  mutton- 
broth,  and  other  meat  soups,  the  flesh  should  be 
put  into  cold  water,  and  this  afterwards  very 
slowly  warmed,  and  finally  boiled.  TRe  advan- 
tage derived  froni  simmering,  a  term  not  unfre- 
quent  in  cookery  books,  depends  very  much  upon 
the  effects  of  slow  boiling  as  above  explained. — 
Chemistry  of  Common  Life. 

The  Following  Revipe  is  said  to  be  a  sure  and 
easy  cure  for  corns  : — Tie  a  piece  of  raw  cotton 
to  the  corn,  and  wet  it  several  times  a  day  with 
spirits  of  turpentine ;  this  will,  in  three  days, 
cure  the  corn  without  the  least  apparent  pain. 


Medical  Use  of  Salt. — In  many  cases  of  dis- 
ordered stomach,  a  tea-spoonful  of  salt  is  a  certain 
cure.  In  the  violent  internal  aching,  termed 
cholic,  add~a  teaspoonful  of  salt  to  a  pint  of  cold 
water,  drink  it  and. go  to  bed;  it  is  one  of  the 
speediest  remedies  known.  The  same  will  revive 
a  person  who  seems  almost  dead  from  Teceiving 
a  heavy  fall,  etc.  In  an  apoplectic  fit,  no  time 
should  be  lost  in  pouring  down  salt  and  water, 
if  sufficient  sensibility  remain  to  allow  of  swal- 
lowing ;  if  not,  the  head  must  be  sponged  with 
cold  water  until  the  sense  returns,  when  salt  will 
completely  restore  the  patient  from  the  lethargy. 
In  a  fit,  the  feet  should  be  placed  in  warm  water, 
with  mustard  added,  and  the  legs  briskly  rubbed, 
all  bandages  removed  from  the  neck,  and  a  cool 
apartment  procured,  if  possible.  In  many  cases 
of  severe  bleeding  at  the, lungs,  and  when  other 
remedies  failed,  Dr.  Rush  found  that  two  tea- 
spoonsful  of  salt  completely  stayed  the  blood.  In 
case  of  a<J)ite  from  a  mad  dog,  wash  the  part  with 
a  strong  brine  for  an  hour,  and  then  bind  on  some 
salt  with  a  rag.  In  toothache,  salt  and  warm 
water  held  to  the  part,  and  removed  two  or  three 
times,  will  relieve  it  in  most  cases.  If  the  gums 
be  affected,  .wash  the  mouth  with  brine.  If  the 
teeth  be  covered  with-  tartar,  wash  them  twice  a 
day  with  salt  and  water.  In  swelled  neck,  wash 
the  part  with  brine,  and  drink  it,  also,  twice  a 
day,  until  cured. 

Salt  will  expel  worms,  if  used  in  food  in  a 
moderate  degree,  and  aids  digestion,  but  salt 
meat  is  injurious,  if  used  entirely.  A  change 
of  diet  isalways  desirable,  and  healthy.

— The  wife  of 
an  American  agriculturist  has  been  experiment- 
ing in  soaps,  and  finds  that  the  addition  of  three 
quarters  of  a  pound  of  borax  to  a  pound  of  soap 
melted  without  boiling,  makes  a  saving  of  one 
half  in  the  cost  of  soap,  and  of  three-fourths  the 
labor  of  washing,  improves  the  whiteness  of  the 
fabrics,  besides  the  usual  caustic  effect  is  thus 
removed,  and  the  hands  are  left  with  a  peculiar 
soft  and 'silky  feeling,  leaving  nothing  more  to  be 
desired  by  the  most  ambitious  washerwomen. 

To  Cure  Cramp. — Persons  subject  to  cramp 
in  the  night  can  instantly  relieve  themselves  by 
tying  a  bandage  tightly  round  the  leg,  immedi- 
ately above  the  knee. 

Frosteg  Feet. — The  following  is  said  to  be 
an  effectual  remedy  :  Heat  a  brick  very  hot,  and 
hold  the  foot  over  it  as  closely  as  it  can  be  held 
without  burning.

ind  effect  a  cure  in  a  very  short  time. 


Important  Prescription. — Dr.  Lindsly,  of 
Washington,  strongly  recommends  the  mode  of 
treatment  of  scarlet  fever,  resorted  to -by  Dr. 
Schneeman,  physician  to  the  King  of  Hanover. 
It  is  as  follows,  and  exceedingly  simple  : 

u  Treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  by  Inunction — 
From  the  first  day  of  the  illness,  and  as  soon  as 
we  are  certain  of  its  nature,  the  patient  must  be 
rubbed,  morning  and  evening,  over  the  whole 
body,  with  a  piece  of  bacon,  in  such  a  manner 
that,  with  the  exception  of  the  head,  a  covering 
of  fat  is  everywhere  applied.  In  order  to  make 
this  rubbing-in  somewhat  easier,  it  is  best  to 
take  a  piece  of  bacon  the  size  of  the  hand,  choos- 
ing a  part  still  armed  with  the  rind,  that  we  may 
have  a  firm  grasp.  On  the  soft  sides  of  this 
piece  slits  are  to  be  made,  in  order  to  allow  the 
oozing  out  of  the  fat.  The  rubbing  must  be  tho- 
roughly performed,  and  not  too  quickly,  in  order 
that  the  skin  may  be  regularly  saturated  with  the 
fat.  The  beneficial  results  of  the  application  are 
soon  obvious — with  a  rapidity  bordering  on  magic 
— all,  even  the  most  painful  symptoms  of  the  dis- 
ease, are  allayed — quiet,  sleep,  good  humor,  ap- 
petite returns,  and  there  remains  only  the  impa- 
tience to  quit  the  sick  room. 

Remedy  for  Decayed  Teeth. — An  exchange 
gives  the  following  : — Mix  chalk,  powdered  fine, 
with  enough  salt  to  give  it  a  decided  saline  taste. 
Use  once  or  twice  a  day  as  a  tooth  powder,  with 
no  water,  but  applied  dry,  with  a  tolerably  stiff 
tooth  brush. 

Plants,  when  drooping,  are  revived  by  a  few 
grains  of  camphor.

How  to  do  up  Shirt  Bosoms. — We  have  often 
been  requested  by  lady  correspondents  to  state 
by  what- process  the  gloss  on  new  linens,  shirt 
bosoms,  etc.,  is  produced,  and  in  order  to  gratify 
them,  we  subjoin  the  following  recipe  : — "  Take 
two  ounces  of  fine  white  gum  arabic  powder — put 
it  in  a  pitcher,  and  pour  on  a  pint  or  more  of 
boiling  water,*  according  to  the  degree  of  strength 
you  desire — and  then  having  covered  it  let  it  stand 
all  night — in  the  morning,  pour  it  carefully  from 
the  dregs  into  a  clean  bottle,  cork  it  and  keep  it 
for  nse.  A  table  spoonful  of  gum  water  stirred 
in  a  pint  of  starch,  made  in  the  usual  manner, 
will  give  to  lawn,  either  white  or  printed,  a  look 
of  newness,  when  nothing  else  can  restore  them 
after  tlicv  have  been  washed 


Tale-Bearing. — Never  repeat  a  story,  unlesi 
you  are  certain  it  is  correct,  and  even  not  then 
unless  something  is  to  be  gained,  either  of  inte- 
rest to  yourself  or  for  the  good  of  the  person  con- 
cerned.  Tattling  is  a  mean  and  wicked  practice, 
and  he  who  indulges  in  it,  grows  more  fond  of  it 
in  proportion  as  he  is  successful.  If  you  have  no 
good  to  say  of  your  neighbor,  never  reproach  his 
character  by  (telling  that  which  is  false.  He 
who  tells  you  the  faults  of  others,,  intends  to  tell 
others  of  your  faults,  and  so  the  dish  of  news  is 
handed  from  one  to  another,  until  the  tale  be- 
comes enormous.

Vinegar. — The  juice  of  one  bushel  of  sugar 
beets,  worth  twenty-five  cents,  and  which  any  far- 
mer can  raise  with  little  cost,  will  make  from 
five  to  six  gallons  of  vinegar  equal  to  the  best 
made  of  elder  wine.  First  wash  and  grate  the 
beets  and  press  the  juice  in  a  cheese  press,  or  in 
any  other  way  which  a  little  ingenuity  can  sug- 
gest, and  put  the  liquor  into  a  barrel ;  cover  tho 
bung  with  scauze  and  set  it  in  the  sun,  and  in 
fifteen  or  twenty  days  it  will  be  fit  for  use:  By 
this  method  the  very  best  of  vinegar  can  be  ob- 
tained without  any  great  trouble,  and  I  hope  all 
who  like  good  vinegar  will  try  it. 

— Two-thirds  com 
flour,  one-third  wheat  flour,  add  yeast  and  salt 
eqnal  to  rice  flour  cakes.

Pickles  Without  Salt  or  Vinegar. — Take  a 
clean,  sound  cask,  and  put  into  this  at  the  rate 
of  one  gallon  common  rye  whiskey,  to  two  of 
water,  to  the  amount  you  require ;  then  cut  your 
cucumbers,  tomatoes,  or  whatevei  you  wish  to 
pickle, ,  with  short  stems  to  them  ;  sink  them  in 
this  mixture  so  that  they  will  not  float,  and  in  a 
few  weeks  your  pickles  will  be  ready  for  use ;  thus 
saving  the  process  of  greening  and  vinegar,  and 
you  will  have  an  article  equal  if  not  superior  to 
the  best  cider  vinegar  pickles. 

Indian  Flour  Pudding. — Three  pints  of  scald- 
ed milk,  seven  spoonfuls  of  Indian  flour,  stir  well 
together  while  hot,  let  it  stand  until  cooled,  add 
four  eggs,  half  pound  of  butter,  spices  and  sugar, 
bake  four  hours. 

Corn  Flour  Rusk  — Three  parts  of  corn  flour, 
two  parts  of  wheat  flour,  sweeten  to  taste,  with 
syrup  molasses,  raise  with  super  carbonate  of  soda, 
and  bake  in  forms  like  pound  cake. 


How  to  Mend  China. — We  cut  the  following 
invaluable  recipe  for  mending  china  from  an 
English  almanac.     It  is  thus  made  : 

Take  a  very  thick  solution  of  gum  arabic  in 
water,  and  stir  into  it  plaster  of  Paris  until  the 
mixture  becomes  a  viscous  paste.  Apply  it  with 
a  brush  to  tht  fractured  edges,  and  stick  them  to- 
gether. In  th/ee  days  the  article  can  not  be  bro- 
ken in  the  same  place. 

The  whiteness  of  the  cement  renders  it  doubly 
valuable. 

To  Remove  Bad  Odors. — The  Boston  Medical 
Journal  mentions  the  following  simple  and  econ- 
omical apparatus  for  overcoming  bad  odors,  and 
purifying  any  apartment  where  the  air  is  loaded 
with  noxious  materials.  Take  one  of  any  of  the 
various  kinds  of  glass  lamps — for  burning  cam- 
phene,  for  example — and  fill  it  with  chloric  ether, 
and  light  the  wick.  In  a  few  minutes  the  object 
will  be  accomplished.  In  dissecting  rooms,  in 
the  damp,  deep  vaults  where  drains  allow  the 
escape  of  offensive  gases,  in  out-buildings,  and  in 
short  in  any  spot  where  it  is  desirable  to  purify  the 
atmosphere,  burn  one  of  these  lamps.  One  tube 
charged  with  a  wick  is  sufficient. 

To  Toast  Cheese. — Mix  with  three  ounces  of 
cheese,  finely  grated,  four  ounces  of  grated  bread 
crumbs,  two  and  a  half  ounces  of  butter,  two  eggs 
well  beaten,  a  tablespoonful  of  cream,  a  table- 
spoonful  of  mustard,  a  little  salt  and  pepper.  Put 
it  into  a  saucepan  and  stir  over  the  lire  until 
heated,  and  then  lay  it  thick  on  toasted  bread. 
The  cheese  must  be  just  browned  in  the  oven  after 
being  put  on  the  bread.

Powder.  For  Razor  Strops. — Take  equal 
parts  of  sulphate  of  iron,  (green  copperas  of  com- 
merce, )  and  common  salt ;  rub  them  well  together, 
and  heat  the  mixture  to  redness  in  a  crucible. 
When  the  vapors  have  ceased  to  rise,  let  the  b^th!^ 
mass  cool,  and  wash  it,  to  remove  the  salt,  and  i  bjood  warm 
when  diffused  in  water,  collect  the  brilliant  scales, 


Delaware  Johnny  Cake. — Three  cupfuls  of 
Indian  corn  flour,  two  ounces  of  lard,  water  and 
salt,  let  it  stand  some  hours,  spread  on  an  oak 
board  and  bake  before  a  hot  fire,  baste  with  lard 
to  make  it  brown  well,  brown  both  sides,  cut  in 
slices,  split  open  and  butter. 

Sweet  Apple  Pudding. — Take  one  pint  of 
scalded  milk,  half  a  pint  of  Indian  meal,  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  salt,  and  six  sweet  apples  cut  into 
small  pieces,  and  bake  not  less  than  three  hours. 
The  apples  will  afford  an  excellent,  rich  jelly. 

Fine  Muffins. — One  quart  of  milk,  three  eggs, 
one  teaspoonful  of  salt;  four  tablespoonfuls  of 
yeast,  flour  to  make  it  stiff  enough  for  a  batter, 


which  first  subside ;  these,  when  spread  upon 
leather,  soften  the  edge  of  a  razor,  and  cause  it 
to  cut  smooth. 

To  Clean  Decanters. — Rinse  the  bottles,  and 
put  a  piece  of  lighted  coarse  brown  paper  into 
each ;  then  place  the  stoppers  or  corks  in,  and 
when  the  smoke  disappears  wash  the  bottles  clean. 
This  will  remove  all  stains,  but  if  the  decanters 
are  very  dirty,  this  process  should  be  repeated 
until  they  are  fit  for  use. 

To  Wash  Flannels. — Put  the  flannel  into  a 
pan  and  pour  boiling  water  upon  it.  Then  make 
a  lather  as  hot  as  the  hands  can  bear,  take  the 
flannel  and  wash  it  as  quickly  as  possible. — Done 
in  this  way,  flannel  remains  almost  as  soft  as  new, 
and  is  of  a  good  color. 


Cookies. — Ten  ounces  of  sugar,  one  quarter 
pound  of  butter,  one  -egg,  a  large  teaspoonful 
of  salaeratus,  dissolved  in  two-thirds  of  a  teacup 
of  milk.— They  should  be  rolled  very  soft. 

To  Cure  the  Croup. — The  following  is  highly 
recommended  by  a  Savannah  (Geo.)  paper — A 
piece  of  fresh  lard,  as  large  as  a  butternut,  rub- 
bed up  with  sugar,  in  the  same  way  that  butter 
and  sugar  are  prepared  for  the  dressing  of  pud- 
dings, divided  into  three  parts,  and  given  at  in- 
tervals of  twenty  minutes,  will  relieve  any  case 
of  croup,  which  is  not  already  allowed  to  pro- 
gress to  the  fatal  point.  * 

Raised  Waffles. — Make  a  thick  batter  of  mil 
and   wheat  flour,   add   four   eggs,   beat   light , 
a  gill  of  yeast,  a  spoonful  of  butter,  let  it  rise 
some  hours.

To  Glean  Squirrel  Cuffs  or  Victorines: — 
Rub  a  little  flour  well  into  the  fur,  against  the 
^rain  until  clean  ;  then  shake  it  out ;  then  take 
tome  fresh  flour,  and  proceed  as  before.  Er- 
mine may  be  cleaned  in  the  same  way,  but 
takes  a  longer  time. 

Yery  white  hands  are  seldom  coupled  with 
fine  vigorous  health.  But  very  many  persons 
would  sacrifice  a  great  deal  of  comfort  for  the 
sake  of  delicate  fingers.     Here  is  an 

Almond  Paste  for  the  Hands. — Blanched 
almonds  four  ounces  :  white  of  one  egg  ;  "spirit 
tf  wine  and  rose  water  enough  to  make  a  paste. 
Beat  the  almonds  to  a  smooth  paste  in  the  mor- 
•ar,  then  add  the  white  of  egg  and  rose-water, 
*)ixed  with  half  its  weight  of  spirit  of  wine,  to 
give  the  proper  consistence. 

And  for  you  who  wish  to  preserve  a  beauti- 
ful head  of  hair,  here  followeth  an 

Excellent  Hair  Wash. — If  the  hair  be  soft 
and  very  fine,  clean  it  with  a  brush  dipped 
slightly  in  spirits  of  hartshorn,  or  melt  a  little 
white  soap,  cut  in  small  pieces,  in  spirits  Of 
wine,  by  means  of  heat,  in  the  proportion  of 


half  a  pound  of  soap  to  three  quarters  of  a  pint 
of  spirits  of  wine  and  two  ounces  of  potash. 
Carefully  stir  while  melting.  Let  it  settle  ;  when 
cold,  pour  off  the  liquor  clear,  adding  a  little 
perfume.  This  will  prove  a  cleansing  hair 
wash. 

Good  Crackers. — I  have  used  the  following 
recipe  for  making  crackers  for  forty  years,  and 
consider  it  superior  : — One  pint  of  warm  water 
set  as  a  sponge  over  night,  half  pound  of  but- 
ter, and  same  amount  of  good  lard,  rubbed  into 
the  flour;  knead  hard,  roll  thin,  and  cut  with 
common  tin  cutter.  They  should  be  baked  as 
soon  as  made. 

Bleeding  from  the  Nose. — It  is  often  very 
troublesome,  and  in  fact,  long  continued  bleed- 
ing is  not  only  weakening  to  the  system,  out 
might  result  in  death.  The  surest  method  of 
arresting  the  hemorrhage  is,  simply  elevating 
the  arm  upon  the  side  of  the  discharging  nostril. 

To  Destroy  Cockroaches.— Add  about  a  tea 
spoonful  of  powdered  arsenic  to  about  a  table- 
spoonful  of  finely  mashed  potatoes,  rub  and  mix 
them  well  together,  and  then  crumble  about  a 
third  of  it  every  night  at  bed-time,  about  the 
kitchen  hearth.  It  will  be  eaten  up  or  nearly 
so  by  the  following  morning.  The  creature  is 
very  fond  of  potatoes,  and  devouring  them 
greedily,  crawls  again  into  its  hole  and  perishes. 
No  smell  attends  their  disappearance.  In  put-

Polishing. — The  ladies  are  very  fond  of  keep- 
ing the  door-knobs,  spoons,  plates,  etc.,  in  bril- 
liant order.  Now,  if  instead  of  water  and  chalk 
and  such  preparations,  ladies  will  use  camphene 
and  rotten  stone,  a  far  brighter,  more*  durable, 
and  quicker  polish  can  be  obtained  than  in  any 
other  way.  Camphene  is  the  article  used  for 
producing  the  exquisite  polish  of  daguerreotype 
plates  ;  and  nothing  has  been  found  to  equal 

it. 

To  Glean  Wall  Paper. — Soiled  wall  papers 
may  be  made  to  look  as  well  almost  as  new  in 
most  cases,  by  the  following  expedient : — Take 
about  two  quarts  of  wheat  bran,  tie  it  in  a  bun- 
dle in  coarse  flannel,  and  rub  it  over  the  paper. 


It  will  cleanse  the  whole  paper  of  all  descrip- 
tion of  dirt  and  spots,  better  than  any  other 
means  that  can  be  used.  Some  use  bread  but 
dry  bran  is  better. 

Buckwheat  Cakes. — We  have  printed  in  this 
part  of  our  paper  several  times  the  fact  that 
buckwheat  meal  makes  very  much  better  cakea 
by  being  composed  of  one-fourth  of  good  oat- 
meal. Thus  :  With  every  three  bushels  of  buok- 
wheat  grind  one  bushel  of  bright,  heavy  oats, 
as  if  all  were  buckwheat.  This  meal  gives  a 
crust  and  lightness  to  the  cakes,  adding  much 
to  their  quality  and  wholesomeness. 

Incrustations  in  Culinary  vessels,  can  be 
removed  readily  by  boiling  a  few  potatoes  in 
them.  This  has  been  known  for  half  a  century ; 
but  there  are  always  young  housekeepers  start- 
ing upon  their  career  who  may  not  know  thia 
important  fact,  where  hard  water  prevails. 

To  Darken  Light  Mahogany. — In  repairing 
old  furniture,  it  frequently  happens  that  we  can- 
not match  the  old  wood  ;  therefore,  after  the 
repairs  are  completed,  to  prevent  the  pieces  in- 
troduced looking  like  patches,  wash  them  with 
soaplees,  or  dissolve  quick  lime  in  water,  and 
use  in  the  same  manner ;  but  be  careful  not  to 
let  either  be  too  strong,  or  it  will  make  the  wood 
too  dark  ;  it  is  best,  therefore,  to  use  it  rather 
weak  at  first,  and  if  not  dark  enough,  repeat 
the  process  till  the  wood  is  sufficiently  darkened.

is  risen.  One  half-pint  of  yeast,  two  pounds  of 
flour ;  mix  and  let  it  rise  four  or  five  hours  ; 
then  add  an  ounce  of  butter,  knead  it  well,  put 
it  in  the  baking  pan^i  let  it  again  rise  another 
hour  before  baking.  ^Time  of  baking  about  an 
hour. 

To  Remove  Ironmould.< — Dr.  Thomson  re- 
commends that  the  part  stained  should  be  remoist- 
ened  with  ink,  and  this  removed  by  the  use  of 
muriatic  acid  diluted  with  five  or  six  times  its 
weight  of  wate:,  when  it  will  be  found  that  the 
old  and  now  st&  n  will  be  removed  simultaneously. 

Labor -Sav9v  i  Soap. — Dissolve  a  quarter  of 
ft  pound  of  >>  i  in  a  gallon  of  cold  water,  then 


take  off  the  clear  ;  dissolve  half  a  pound  of  sal 
soda  in  a  quart  of  water,  and  mix  it  with  the 
clear  lime  water.  One  pound  of  brown  soap 
dissolved  in  a  gallon  of  water  is  then  to  be  add- 
ed to  the  clear  liquor  formed  with  the  sal  soda 
and  lime  water,  and  this  forms  the  soap.  This 
soft  soap  is  excellent  for  boiling  white  linens  ;  it 
removes  all  grease  that  is  in  them,  because  it 
contains  an  excess  of  caustic  ley.  About  one 
quart  of  it  is  sufficient  for  boiling  clothes  in  a 
ten  gallon  wash  kettle.  A  quantity  of  this  may 
be  made  up  and  kept  for  constant  use. 

Boiled  Turkey. — Clean  the  turkey,  wash  it 
well,  season  the  inside  with  pepper  and  salt ; 
dredge  a  little  flour  over,  and  pin  it  in  a  clean 
towel ;  put  it  into  a  kettle  of  hot  water  that  has 
been  salted  ;  let  it  boil  slowly  ;  when  done,  send 
it  to  the  table  hot.  This  is  eaten  with  oyster 
sauce,  or  drawn  butter,  as  preferred. 

To  Clean  Knives  with  expedition  and  ease. 
— Make  a  strong  solution  of  the  qoinmon  wash- 
ing soda  and  water ;  after  wiping  them,  dip  the 
blades  of  the  knives  in  the  solution,  then  polish 
on  a  knife  board.  The  same  would,  of  course, 
be  effectual  for  forks.  This  simple  method  will 
no  doubt  greatly  diminish  the  dislike  which 
some  servants  have  to  this  part  of  domestic 
work. 

Marble  Fire-Places  and  Tables. — Never 
wash  them  with  soap  suds — the  potash  of  the 
soap  decomposes  the  carbonate  of  lime  and  in 
time  destroys  the  polish.

Washing  Clothes. — "  I  hav.e  used  for  several 
years  a  washing  fluid,  which  very  much  lessens 
the  labor  of  washing,  without  injuring  the  clothes 
in  the  least.  It  is  made  as  follows :  Take,  for 
one  gallon  of  water,  one  pound  of  washing  soda 
and  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  unslacked  lime.  Put 
them  in  the  water,  and  simmer  twenty  minutes. 
When  cool,  pour  off  the  clear  fluid  into  glass  or 
stone  ware  (for  it  will  ruin  earthenware,  causing 
it  to  crack  until  it  falls  to  pieces). 

"If  the  clothes  are  very  dirty,  put  them  in 
soak  over  night;  wring  them  out  in  the  morning  ; 
soap  them,  and  put  them  in  the  wash-kettle,  with 
enough  water  to  cover  them  To  a  common-sized 
kettle  or  boiler-full,  put  a  teacupful  of  fluid.  Boil 
half  an  hour,  then  wash  well  through  one  suds, 
and  rinse  thoroughly  in  two  waters.  Those  care- 
ful housewives  .who  have  always  washed  their 
clothes  twice,  then  boiled  them,  and  then  washed 
them  again,  will  think  this  a  very  superficial  way 
of  washing ;  but  I  know  from  experience,  that 
my  clothes  not  only  wash  easier,  but  look  better, 


and  last  fully  as  long  as  when  I  washed  in  tho 
old  way. 

1 '  This  fluid  is  very  good  for  cleaning  paint.  A 
very  little  put  in  the  water,  will  remove  grease  or 
fly-stains  much  better  than  soap.  Too  much  of 
it  will  remove  the  paint  also." 

To  Stop  Bleeding  from  the  Cavity  of  an 
Extracted  Tooth. — Noticing  the  case  of  Mrs. 
Locke,  who  bled  to  death  in  consequence  of  the 
extraction  of  a  tooth,  Dr.  Addington,  of  Rich- 
mond, Ya.,  says  he  never  fails  to  stop  the  bleed- 
ing by  packing  the  alveolus  from  which  the  blood 
continued  to  trickle,  fully  and  firmly  with  cotton 
moistened  in  a  strong  solution  of  alum  and 
water.  He  cured  a  brother  physician  in  this  way, 
whose  jaw  had  bled  for  two  weeks. 

Sweet  Potato  Waffles. — Two  tablespoonfuls 
of  mashech  potato,  one  of  butter,  one  of  sugar, 
one  pint  of  milk,  four  tablespoonfuls  of  wheat 
flour.  Mix  well  together,  and  bake  in  a  waffle 
iron. 

Cocoanut  Drops. — Twelve  eggs  to  five  cocoa- 
nuts  ;  grate  the  nuts  fine  and  dry  in  a  moderate 
oven,  beat  up  the  whites  of  the  eggs,  add  the 
sugar,  allowing  one  cup  to  two  of  the  cocoanuts, 
and  beat  to  a  paste,  then  stir  in  the  cocoanut 
and  drop  on  a  pan  and  bake  for  ten  or  fifteen 
minutes. 

Buns. — Three  eggs  beaten  light,  half  a  pint  o 
milk,  one  spoonful  of  butter,  and  flour  for  a  mode 
ritely  thin  batter.  Bake  in  tin  cups  in  a  quid 
oven.

Tea  Bread. — Two  tablespoonfuls  of-  white 
sugar,  two  tablespoonfuls  of  butter,  one  table- 
spoonful  of  wheat  flour,  one  teacup  of  cream, 
two  eggs,  a  little  salt  and  water.  Rub  the  but- 
ter and  sugar  together,  beat  the  eggs  light  and 
add  them  with  the  other  ingredients.  Make  into 
a  loaf  and  bake  in  a  pan. 

Sweet  Bolls. — One  pound  of  flour,  (dry  it,) 
one  table  spoonful  of  fine  moist  sugar,  a  lump  of 
butter  as  big  as  an  egg,  wet  it  with  milk  and 
two  spoonfuls  of  yeast.  Bake  this  in  a  quick 
oven.  Of  large  rolls  a  quarter  of  an  hour  will 
be  sufficient.  You  must  not  knead  or  roll  these 
but  cut  them  and  lay  them  on  tins.  The  dough 
will  rise  in  ten  minutes. 

Universal  Pickle.— To  six  quarts  of  vinegar, 
oae  pound  of  salt,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  gin- 


ger, one  ounce  of  mace,  half  pound  of  shallots, 
one  tablespoonful  of  cayenne  pepper,  two  table- 
spoonfuls of  white  pepper,  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
mustard  seed.  Boil  with  the  vinegar,  when  cold 
put  into  a  jar.  From  time  to  time  drop  in  what- 
ever vegetable  or  fruit  you  please. 

To  Make  Good  Apple  Jelly. — Take  apples 
of  the  best  quality  and  good  flavor,  (not  sweet, ) 
cut  them  in  quarters  or  slices  and  stew  them  till 
soft,  then  strain  out  che  juice,  being  very  careful 
not  to  let  any  of  the  pulp  go  through  the  strainer. 
Boil  it  to  the  consistency  of  molasses,  then  weigh 
it  and  add  as  many  pounds  of  crushed  sugar, 
stirring  it  constantly,  till  the  sugar  is  dissolved. 
Add  one  ounce  of  extract  of  lemon  to  every 
twenty  pounds  of  jelly,  and  when  cold  set  it  - 
away  in  close  jars.  It  will  keep  good  for  years. 
Those  who  have  hot  made  jelly  in  this  way  will 
do  well  to  try  it,  they  will  find  it  superior  to  cur- 
rant jelly.  So  says  the  Michigan  Farmer ;  but 
what  there  is  in  this  receipt  different  from  the 
mode  generally  followed  in  this  community,  at 
least  we  cannot  see. 

Potted  Meats. — It  sometimes  happens  to  the 
ladies  from  some  unforeseen  circumstance,  that 
large  quantities  of  cooked  meats,  prepared  for  a 
party  that  did  not  come  off,  perhaps,  remain  on 
hand,  which,  for  want  of  knowledge  how  to  pre- 
serve, are  measurably  lost.  Such  should  be 
potted.  Cut  the  meat  from  the  bone  and  chop 
fine,  and  season  high  with  salt,  pepper,  cloves, 
and  cinnamon.  Moisten  with  vinegar,  wine,  bran 
dy,  cider  or  Worcestershire  sauce,  or  melted  butr

your  own  taste.  Then  pound  it  tight  into  a 
stone  jar,  and  cover  over  the  top  with  about  a 
quarter  of  an  inch  of  melted  butter.  It  will  keep 
months,  and  always  afford  a  ready  and  excellent 
dish  for  the  tea-table. 

To  Whiten  Linen  turned  Yellow. — Cut  up  a 
pound  of  fine  white  soap  into  a  gallon  of  milk, 
and  hang  it  over  a  fire  in  a  wash-kettle.  When 
the  soap  is  entirely  melted,  put  in  the  linen  and 
boil  it  half  an  hour.  Then  take  it  out ;  have 
ready  a  lather  of  soap  and  warm  water;  wash  the 
linen  in  it,  and  then  rinse  it  through  two  cold 
waters,  with  a  very  little  blue  at  the  last. 

Removing  Indelible  Ink  Stains. — To  remove 
spots  of  nitrate  of  silver,  indelible  ink,  moisten 


them,  for  a  few  moments,  with  moist  chloride  of 
lime,  which  forms  chloride  of  silver,  and  then 
dissolve  the  latter  by  caustic  ammonia.  It  may 
be  sometimes  necessary  to  repeat  the  operation. 
Cyanide  of  potassium  may  also  be  employed. 

Silver  Cake.— Stir  to  a  cream  one  cup  of 
butter  with  two  of  sugar;  add  the  whites  of  six 
eggs  beaten  to  a  stiff  froth,  one  cup  of  milk' with 
one-half  a  teaspoonful  of  soda  dissolved  in  it, 
and  flour  so  as  to  make  it  as  stiff  as  pound  cake. 
With  the  flour  stir  in  one  teaspoonful  of  cream 
of  tartar.  Flavor  as  you  please  with  lemon, 
nutmeg,  or  rose  water. 

Gold  Cake. — Stir  to  a  cream  one-half  a  cup 
of  butter  with  two  of  sugar;  add  the  yolks  of  six 
eggs  well  beaten,  then,  if  you  like,  the  whole  of 
another ;  then  add  one-half  a  cup  of  sweet  milk, 
with  one-half  a  teaspoonful  of  soda  in  it.  With 
the  flour  put  in  a  teaspoonful  of  cream  of  tartar. 
This  should  be  as  stiff  as  cup  cake.  A  teaspoon- 
fu)  of  cloves,  one  of  cinnamon,  and  half  a  nut- 
meg, with  raisins  or  currants,  or  both,  is  consi- 
dered by  some  an  improvement. 

Measure  Cake. — One  cup  of  butter,  two  of 
sugar,  three  eggs,  one  half  a  teaspoonful  of  soda 
in  a  cup  of  milk,  one  teaspoonful  of  cream  of 
tartar,  and  five  cups  of  flour.  Stir  the  butter 
and  sugar  to  a  cream,  add  the  eggs,  the  whites 
and  yolk  beaten  separately,  then  the  soda  and 
milk,  and  lastly  the  cream  of  tartar  and  flour. 
Flavor  as  you  please.  Bake  in  small  tins  or  in 
a  loaf. 
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A  good  Gargle  for  Sore  Throat. — Tincture 
of  myrrh,  2  drachms;  common  water,  4  ounces; 
vinegar,  half-an  ounce.     Mix. 

Macassar  Oil  to  make  the  Hair  Grow  and 
Curl. — Olive  oil,  1  pound;  oil  of  origanum,  1 
drachm  ;  oil  of  rosemary,  one  and  a  quarter 
drachms.     Mix. 

Remedy  for  a  Strain. — Take  "of  camphorated 
spirit,  common  vinegar,  spirits  of  turpentine,  of 
ep.ch,  one  ounce. 

Deafness  from  Deficient  Secretings  of  Wax. 

Take  oil  of  turpentine,  half  a  drachm ;  olive 
oil,  two  drachms.  Mix.  Two  drops  to  be  in- 
troduced into  the  ear  at  bed-time. 

Erasmus  Wilson1  s  Lotion  to  promote  the 
Growth  of  the  Hair. — Eau  de  Cologne,  2  ounces ; 
tincture  of  Cantharides,  2  drachms ;  oil  of  rose- 
mary and  oil  of  lavender,  of  each  10  drops. 

Oiled  Paper. — Brush  sheets  of  paper  over 
with  boiled  oil}  and  suspend  them,  on  a  line  until 
dry.  Waterproof.  Employed  to  cover  pots  and 
jars,  and  to  wrap  up  paste  blacking,  etc.  etc. 

To  raise  the  Pile  of  Velvet  when  Pressed 
down. — Cover  a  hot  smoothing-iron  with  a  wet 
cloth,  and  hold  the  velvet  firmly  over  it;  the 
vapor  arising  will  raise  the  pile  of  the  velvet  with 
the  assistance  of  a  light  whisk. 

To  Remove  Stains  from  Mourning  Dresses. 
Boil  a  handful  of  fig  leaves  in  two  quarts  of 
water  until  reduced  to  a  pint.  Bombazines, 
crape,  cloth,  etc.,  need  only  be  rubbed  with  a 
sponge  dipped  in  this  liquor,  and  the  effect  will 
be  instantly  produced.  . 

Japanese  Cement. — This  cement  is  made  by 
mixing  rice  flour  intimately  with  cold  water,  and 
then  gently  boiling  it ;  it  is  beautifully  white, 
and  dries  almost  transparent.  Papers  pasted 
together  by  means  of  this  cement  will  sooner 
separate  in  their  own  substance  than  at  the  join- 
ing 


Blacking  for  Dress  Boots  and  Shoes. — Gurij 
arabic,  8  ounces ;  treacle,  2  ounces ;  ink,  half-a-i 
pint;    vinegar   and   spirit  of  wiDe,    of  each 
ounces.     Dissolve  the  gum  and  treacle  in  the  inil 
and  vinegar ;  then  strain  and  add  the  spirit. 

To  prevent  the  Smoking  of  a  Lamp. — £oak. 
the  wick  in  strong  vinegar,  and  dry  it  well  beforei 
you  use  it;  it  will  then  burn  both  sweet  and! 
pleasant,  and  give  much  satisfaction  for  the  ta- 
iling trouble  in  preparing  it. 

Scouring  Balls  to  remove  Grease,  etc.,  from\ 
Cloth. — Soft  soap  and  Fullers'  earth,  of  eacln 
half-a-pound  ;  beat  them  well  together  in  a  mor- 
tar, and  form  into  cakes.  The  spot  first  moist- 
ened with  water,  is  rubbed  with  a  cake,  andi 
allowed  to  dry,  when  it  is  well  rubbed  with  a . 
little  warm  water,  and  afterwards  rinsed  or  rubbed 
off  clean. 

Quinine  Draught. — The  following  draught, 
as  ordered  by  Dr.  Copland,  was  of  the  greatest 
service  in  a  case  of  dyspepsia,  accompanied  by 
hepatic  derangement : — Sulphate  of  Quinine,  two 
grains ;  diluted  sulphuric  acid,  two  drops ;  spirit 
of  nutmegs,  one  drachm;  distilled  water,  ten 
drachms.     Mix.     To  be  taken  daily  at  mid-day. 

To  Clean  Marble.  —Take  two  parts  of  com- 
mon soda,  one  part  of  pumice-stone,  and  one 
part  of  finely  powdered  chalk  ;  sift  it  through  a 
fine  sieve  and  mix  it  with  water ;  then  rub  it  well 
all  over  the  marble,  and  the  stains  will  be  re- 
moved :  then  wash  the  marble  over  with  soap 
and  water,  and  it  will  be  as  clean  as  it  was  at 
first. 


To  Renovate  Silks. — Sponge  faded  silks  with 
warm  water  and  soap ;  then  rub  them  with  a  dry 
cloth  on  a  flat  board ;  afterwards  iron  them  on 
the  inside  with  a  smoothing  iron.  Old  black 
silks  may  be  improved  by  sponging  with  spirits.

To  Paint  Silver  Flowers  on  Silk.—  Paint

Far-Ache  —Sometimes  ear-ache  is  connected 
wife  chion c ^ulceration  in  the  internal  andexter- 
l *5  of  the  ear,  when  injections  of  wajm 
water  and  soap  are  advisable  In  Mgg 
there  is  sometimes  a  constant  foetid  discnaige, 
for  which  the  following  mixture  has  been  recom 
mended  bv  Dr.  Hugh  Smith  :— Take  of  ox  gall, 
3  olracbml;  balsam  of  Peru,  1  drachm  Mix 
A  drop  or  two  to  be  put  into  the  ear  with  a  little 
j  cotton. 

Silks  Stained  by  Corrosive  or  Sharp  Li-

Sedative  Ointment.-^*  violent  1^^ 
tion  which  often  follows  the  application  of  blisters 
to  the  surface  of  children,  is  a  serious  objection 
to  their  use,  and  requires  that  particular  can*  be 
taken  to  lessen  the  liability  of  sloughing  etc 
Should,  however,  the  ulcer  be  very  irritable  t  e 
following  ointment  thickly  spread  on  lint  will L  be 
found  serviceable  :-Lime  water  oil  of  almonds 
of  each,  half  an  ounce  ;  mix  well  together  then 
add  prepared  krd  one  ounce.* 


For  Shortness  of  Breath,  or  Difficult  Breath- 
ina  —Vitriolated  spirits  of  ether,  one  ounce ; 
camphor,  12  grains.  Make  a  solution,  of  which 
take  a  tea-spoonful  during  the  paroxysm.  lhis 
is  usually  found  to  afford  instantaneous  relief  in 
difficulty  of  breathing,  depending  on  internal 
diseases,  and  other  causes,  where  the  patient  from 
a  very  quick  and  laborious  breathing,  is  obliged 
to  be  in  an  erect  posture. 

To  give  a  fine  gloss  to  Oak  -Wainscot.  —Boil 
two  quarts  of  strong  beer^a  bit  of  W-wax^as 
large  as  a  walnut,  and  a  large  spoonful  of  sugar. 
Wet  the  wainscot  all  over  with  this  mixture  by 
means  of  a  large  brush;  and,  when  dry,  rub  it 
till  bright. 

To  Polish  Shells.—  This  may  be  done  either 
by  hand-labor  or  by  varnishing ;  in  both  cases 
all  the  rough  parts  must  be  well  rubbed  down 
with  emery  and  water. ,  If  they  are  to  be  polished 
by  hand  (which  is  the  best  and  most  lasting  way) 
after  they  have  received  two  or  three  courses  of 
emery,  of  different  degrees  of  fineness,  they  must 
be  burnished  with  buff  leather,  dressed  with 
rotten-stone  and  oil. 

An  excellent  and  cheap  Cough  Mixture- 
Paregoric  elixir,  one  pennyworth  and  six  drops 
of  laudanum.  Mix  a  little  treacle  with  three  or 
fonr  ounces  of  vinegar,  and  put.  t  on  t he  fire 
till  nearly  boiling;  «pn .*£  Y?-/  \nd  it 
ingredients  Put  it  in  a  bottle,  shake  it,  ai  d  it 
wl  be  ready  for  use.  When  the  cough  is 
troublesome,  take  a  spoonful. 

To  Preserve  Rhubarb.-T^  a  quart  bottle 
with  a  wide  neck,  and  cut  the  stalks  small 
enough  to  go  into  the  bottle;  add  pounded  loaf 
S  and  tie  a  piece  of  bladder  tight  round  the 
neck-  put  as  much  water  into  the  copper  as  w.l 
"mme'rsPe  the  bottles,  and  get  the  water  to  bo. 
in  t  over  the  bladder,  then  rake  out  the  fire,  an, 
let  the  bottles  remain  till  cooled;  take  them  out 
and  place  them  in  a  dry  shelf.  Use  the  bottle 
at  once.  2q 
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To  Prevent  the  Skin  from  Discoloring  after 
a  Blow  or  a  Fall. — Take  a  little  dry  starch  or 
arrowroot,  and  merely  moisten  it  with  cold  water, 
and  lay  it  on  the  injured  part ;  this  must  be  done 
immediately,  so  as  to  prevent  the  action  of  the 
air  upon  the  skin  ;  however,  it  may  be  applied 
some  hours  afterwards,  with  effect.  I  learnt  this 
when  resident  in  France ;  it  may  already  be 
known  here,  but  I  have  met  with  none  amongst 
my  own  acquaintances  who  seem  to  have  heard 
of  it.  Raw  meat  is  not  always  at  hand,  and 
some  children  have  an  insurmountable  repug- 
nance to  let  it  be  applied.  I  always  make  use 
of  the  above  when  my  children  meet  with  an  ac- 
cident, and  find  that  it  keeps  down  swelling,  and 
cleanses  and  facilitates  the  healing  of  scratches, 
when  they  happen  to  fall  among  briers  in  the 
garden. 

Camphor  Balls. — The  following  is  an  excel- 
lent recipe  for  Camphor  BallSj  preferable  to 
those  usually  sold,  and  such  as  we  have  used  for 
years  past.  Take  of  white  wax,  3  ounces ; 
spermaceti,  3  ounces;  oil.  of  almonds,  2*ounces; 
camphor,  1  ounce ;  oil  of  lavender,  or  any  other 
essential  oil,  one-half  a  drachm.  Put  the  three 
first  articles  in  a  pot,  which  place  in  a  saucepan 
over  the  fire  until  dissolved,  then  add  the  cam- 
phor previously  powdered,  with  the  essential  oil 
added  to  it.  It  may  be  formed  into  the  shape 
required,  by  pouring  it  while  warm  into  the 
mould. 

Mock  Preserved  Ginger. — Boil,  as  if  for  the 
table,  small,  tender,  white  carrots :  scrape  them 
until  free  from  all  spots,  and  take  out  the  hearts. 
Steep  them  in  spring  water,  changing  it  every 
day,  until  all  vegetable  flavor  has  left  them.  To 
every  pound  of  carrots  so  prepared,  add  one 
quart  of  water,  two  pounds  of  loaf  sugar,  two 
ounces  of  whole  ginger,  and  the  shred  rind  of  a 
lemon.  Boil  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour  every  day 
until  the  carrots  clear;  and,  when  nearly  done, 
add  red  pepper  to  taste.  This  will  be  found  equal 
to  West  Indian  preserved  ginger. 
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Water  for   Plants. — It  is  well  known  thai 
-rain  water  is  far  better  than  spring   water  for 
promoting  the  growth  of  plants;  this  is  from  the! 
former  containing  that  which  is  a  necessary  iuJ 
gredient  in  their  formation — namely,  ammouia— 
and   which  is  abundant  in  liquid  manure. .    The 
efficacy  of  this  may  be  soon  developed  by  sprink- 
ling one-half  of  a  grass  plat  with  spring  water, 
and  the  other  half  with  water  in  which  pounded 
corbonate  of  ammonia  (about  one  ounce  to  the 
gallon)  has  been  dissolved  ;  the  former  will  keep 
it  alive,  but  the  latter  will  give  it  vigor  and  lux- 
uriance. 

I  Cure  for  Smoky  Chimnies. — The  followingj 
is  a  plan  that  has  been  tried  and  is  strongly*] 
recommended  ;*— Inflate  a  large  ox  bladder  with  \ 
air,  and  tie  it  by  the  neck  to  the  middle  of  a 
stick,  which  place  across  the  inside  of  a  chimney, 
about  two  feet  from  the  top,  or  at  the  foot  of  a 
chimney  pot.     The  buoyancy  of  the  air  keeps 
the  bladder  continually  in  a  circular  motion,  and 
thus  prevents  the  rush  of  air  into  the  tunnel  from 
descending  so  low  as  the  fire-place. 

Cleaning  Kettles  and  Saucepans. — Cleaning 
inside  of  kettles  or  saucepans  off  the  hard,  stony 
substance  resulting  from  continually  boiling  hard 
water.  In  a  kettle  of  boiling  water  put  about 
the  sixteenth  part  of  an  ounce  of  sal-ammonia ; 
it  may  be  obtained  from  any  chemist.  Let  it 
boil  one  hour,  and  then  the  petrified  substance 
will  be  dissolved,  and  is  readily  disengaged  from 
the  metal.  A  great  saving  of  time  will  be  effect- 
ed in  heating  the  water. 

To  take  out  Mildew  from  Clothes.— -Mix 
soft  soap  with  powdered  starch,  half  as  much 
salt,  and  the  juice  of  a  lemon ;  lay  it  on  the 
part  with  a  brush,  and  let  it  be  exposed  day 
and  night,  until  the  stain  disappears.  Iron- 
mould  may  be  removed  by  the  salt  of  lemons. 
Stains  in  linen  may  be  taken  out  by  steeping  in 
buttermilk  and  drying  in  the  sun.

Housekeepers'  Almanac. 


Cobbler,  Sherry. — Take  some  fine  and  very 
clean  ice,  break  into  small  pieces,  fill  a  tumbler 
to  within  an  inch  of  the  top  with  it,  put  a  table- 
spoonful  of  plain  syrup,  capillaire,  or  any  other 
flavor — some  prefer  strawberry — add  the  quarter 
of  the  zest  of  a  lemon,  and  a  few  drops  of  the 
juice.  Fill  with  sherry,  stir  it  up,  and  let  it 
stand  for  five  or  six  minutes.  Sip  it  gently 
through  a  straw. 

Cool  Tankard, — Put  into  a  quart  of  mild  ale, 
a  wine-glassful  of  white  wine,  the  same  of  bran- 
dy, and  capillaire,  the  juice  of  a  lenion,  and  a 
little  piece  of  the  rind.  Add  a  sprig  of  borage 
or  balm,  a  bit  of  toasted  bread  anjd  n^meg 
grated  on  the  top.  n 

Wet  Clothes. — Handle  a  wet  hat  as  liglitly  as 
possible.  Wipe  it  as  dry  as  you  can  with  a"  silk 
handkerchief;  and  when  nearly  dry,  use  a  soft 
brush.  If  the  fur  stick  together  in  any  part,- 
damp  it  lightly  with  a  sponge  dipped  in  beer  or 
rinegar,  and  then  brush  it  till  dry.  Put  the 
stick  or  stretcher  into  a  damp  hat,  to  keep  it  in 
proper  shape.  When  a  coat  gets  wet,  wipe  it 
down  the  way  of  the  nap  with  a  sponge  or  silk 
handkerchief.  Do  not  put  wet  boots  or  shoes 
near  the  fire. 

To  prevent  Galling  in  Persons  confined  to 
their  Beds. — (Most  valuable.) — The  white  of  an 
egg  beaten  to  a  strong  froth,  dro-p  in  gradually 
whilst  you  are  beating,-  two  teaspoonsful  of  spirits 
of  wine,  put  it  into  a  Dottle,  and  apply  occasion- 
ally with  a  feather. 

Seidlitz  Powders. — Two  drachms  oi  oirtarised 
soda,  and  two  scruples  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  for 
the  blue  packet,  and  thirty  grains  of  tartaric  acid 
for  the  white  paper. 

Ginger  Beer  Powders. — For  the  blue  paper, 
half  a  drachm  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  with  a  grain 
or  two  of  powdered  ginger,  and  sugar  a  quarter 
of  an  ounce.  For  the  white  twenty-grains  of 
tartaric  acid. 


Lemonade  Powders. — Omit  the  ginger  pow- 
der from  the  next,  and  to  the  Water  add  a  little 
essence  of  lemons  or  lemon  juice. 

Incombustible  Varnish  for  Wood. —  Equal 
parts  of  solutions  of  alum  and  isinglass  applied 
to  where  the  flame  acts,  prevents  its  burning,  but 
does  not  hinder  the  transmission  of  heat.  Li- 
quids can  be  boiled  in  a  wooden  vessel  on  a 
common  fire  if  this  varnish  be  applied  to  them. 

Artificial  Mould  for  Plants. — Russian  pot- 
ash, 1  drachm,  water,  4  ounces,  1  teaspoonful 
of  oil.  Mix  the  whole  well  together.  Seeds 
put  in  this  mixture  will  grow  as  well  as  if  plan- 
ted in  soil. 

Rose  Lip  Salve. — 8Poz.  sweet  almond  oil,  4 
bz.  prepared  mutton  suet,  1  1-2  oz.  white  wax, 
2  oz.  spermaceti,  20  drops  otto ;  steep  a  small 
quantity  of  alkanet  root  in  the  oil,  and  strain 
before  using.  Melt  the  suet,  wax,  and  sperma- 
ceti together,  then  add  the  colored  oil  and  otto. 

Indelible  Marking  Ink,  without  preparation. 
1  1-2  drachm  nitrate  of  silver  (lunar  caustic,)  1 
oz.  distilled  water,  1-2  oz.  strong  mucilage  of 
gum  arabic,  3-4  drachm  liquid  ammonia  ;  mix 
the  above  in  a  clean  glass  bottle,  cork  tightly, 
and  keep  in  a  dark  place  till  dissolved,  and  ever 
afterwards.  Directions  for  use : — Shake  the  bot- 
tle, then  dip  a  clean  quill  pen  in  the  ink,  and 
write  or  draw  what  you  require  on  the  article ; 
immediately  hold  it  close  to  the  fire,  (without 
scorching)  or  pass  a  hot  iron  over  it,  and  it  will 
become  a  deep  and  indelible  black,  indestructi- 
ble by  either  time  or  acids  of  any  description 

To  take  the  Impression  of  Butterflies1  Wings. 
If  the  wings  of  butterflies  be  gently  laid  upon 
gum  paper  nearly  dry,  a  copy  will  be  left  when 
the  wing  is  removed. — These  impressions  must 
necessarily  be  inferior  in  beauty  to  the  wings 
The  latter  may  be  gummed  in  their  perfect  state 
upon  the  paper,  and  the  body  of  the  fly  be  pain- 
ted in  its  natural  position.
